The most important is that 
long, long step that joins the 
actual location of the re¬ 
sources with the areas in 
which they can be put to the 
best use. A natural resource 
is not an asset until it is 
developed and transportation 
is a vital aspect of this devel¬ 
opment. Formerly inacces¬ 
sible areas of Alberta, rich 
in such resources as coking 
coal, gypsum, pulpwood. pet¬ 
roleum. natural gas and 
sulphur, are now being 
opened up by the L’llllStl uclion— 
of the Alberta Resources 
Railway. Being built by the 
Canadian National Railway 
and financed by the Alberta 
Resources Railway Corpor¬ 
ation, a crown corporation of 
the province, the A.R.R. join* 


. . . what steps are 
being taken to 
assure a proper 
education for 
Alberta's blind 
children? 


During the summers, hund¬ 
reds of Alberta students 
obtain employment in city 
stores, resort hotels, gas 
stations, golf courses, areas 
where they are bound to 
meet and serve the province's 
visitors. To prepare these 
young people for their 
responsibilities as representa¬ 
tives of the province to the 
tourist, a training-in tourism 
course is sponsored each year 
by the Alberta Department 
of Youth. The Alberta School 
of Tourism provides a short 
course to help students im¬ 
prove their employability, 
increase their knowledge of 
the tourist industry and Al¬ 
berta, and to aid them in 
promoting Alberta as a tour¬ 
ist area. Courses are offered 
in hospitality, professional 
ethics, tourism in Canada and 
public relations. Many a 
tourist from another province 
or another country has re¬ 
turned home highly impres¬ 
sed by the young Albertans 
who wear the pin which 
identifies graduates of the 
School of Tourism 


Alt hough Alberta itself has 
no school for the blind. tTie 
province’s blind children are 
assured of a complete educa¬ 
tion by the Special Educa¬ 
tional Services of the Alberta 
Department of Education 
Arrangements are made for 
those children applying to 
attend the Jericho Hill School 
for the Blind and Deaf, in 
Vancouver, or the Ontario 
School for the Blind in 
Brantford. Room, board, and 
tuition are all paid, and the 
children receive escorted 
transportation to school and 
home at the beginning and 
end of the term, and for the 
Christmas holidays. Where 
academic ability and person¬ 
ality make it possible, blind 
students are being removed 
from the special classes and 
enrolled in their own local 
schools, making it possible 
for them to live at home. 
Special teaching materials 
such as tape recordings and 
textbooks transcribed into 
Braille are provided by the 
Branch, which also assists 
teachers to assess the capa 
bilities of their sightless 
students. In addition to aid¬ 
ing the blind gain an educa¬ 
tion, the Special Educational 
Services Branch also super¬ 
vises and finances classes for 
the hard of hearing, those 
who have suffered partial loss 
of sight, and for all handi¬ 
capped children in the prov¬ 
ince.

The incidence of TB in our 
province is being controlled 
through early detection, ade¬ 
quate treatment and contin¬ 
uing contact, the three main 
functions of the Tuberculosis 
Division of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Health Early 
discovery of the disease is 
obtained through reports 
from family doctors, testing 
in schools and hospitals, and 
from two mobile X-ray units. 
Purchased by the Alberta TB 
Association and operated by 
the TB Division, these units 
provide a screening program 
throughout the province. If 
the X-rays show signs of TB 


Any Alberta girl between the 
ages of 10 and 16 is eligible 
to learn forest conservation 
and wilderness survival as a 
member of the Girl Forest 
Guards. Similar in aims to 
the Junior Forest Warden 
Association; the Guards have 
now been transferred from 
the Department of Lands 
and Forests, to the Depart¬ 
ment of Youth. Presently 
there are five such clubs in 
the province with a total of 
65 members. Under the 
leadership of local volunteers, 
the girls study the theory of 
conservation and resource 
management throughout the 
winter; undertake local 
beautification projects in the 
spring with tree, shrub and 
flower planting; and swing 
into even more practical in¬ 
struction at a five-day camp 
during the summer. Attend¬ 
ance at the camp is an 


Solomon on the south with 
Grande Prairie on the north. 
The southern link with the 
C.N.R. mainline provides ac¬ 
cess not only to inland 
markets of Canada and the 
United States, but also to 
overseas markets through the 
west coast ports of Prince 
Rupert and Vancouver.

It is obvious that from the point of view of 
government revenues, not to mention the country’s 
welfare in other respects, an industrial plant that 
employs 200 men is a better bet than a plant that 
employs 45 men. Obvious or not, a Toronto business¬ 
man testifies that it is government’s short-sighted 
policy on succession duties that keeps him from ex¬ 
panding his production, his staff and his tax pay¬ 
ments in that proportion. 

In an interview with the monthly publication 
The Independent Businessman, Garnet Ryan, 67- 
year-old president of a company that is one of the 
country’s major producers of hand tools, states that 
because of his age and the prospect of high death 
duties he is consolidating rather than expanding his 
business. In five years he could quadruple his com¬ 
pany’s production, but he would be foolish to do so. 

“While there is a great demand for my products,” 
says Mr. Ryan, “this company should be expanding. 
But instead of expanding I must consolidate so that 
in the event of my dying suddenly, my heirs don’t 
have to lose control of the business in order to pay 
the succession duties ... At this moment, succession 
duties are going to pay unemployment insurance to 
men I cannot afford to employ because of the im¬ 
minence of succession duties. It’s a case of a tax 
inhibiting production.” 

The purpose of succession duties, of course, is to 
produce government revenues. But it has become a 
case of killing the goose that could lay the golden 
eggs. As Mr. Ryan argues, when succession duties 
reduce productive capital, they reduce the country’s 

E reduction potential. Further, as productive capital 
as the capacity to multiply itself geometrically, the 
loss inflicted on the country to date by this tax is 
impossible to estimate. 

The tax collector may get a fast dollar out of 
high death duties, but a more economically logical 
policy would pay him a lot more in the long run.
